To Help Student 
Settle Problems 


Elmhurst has taken a big step 
toward expanding its educational 
program this season. This big step 
has been the addition of a guidance 
office with two guidance counselors. 
The Advance reporter talked to 
Mrs. Grace Pennington and Mr. 
Robert Zimmerman to discover the 
exact purpose of guidance eoun- 
selors and just what their pro- 
gram is all about. 


One of the purposes of the 
guidance office is to promote whole- 
some pupil-personnel relationships. 
The guidance office is the place for 
a student to work out his prob- 
lems such as: certain frustrations, 
complaint, or other personal prob- 
lems. It also helps a person decide 
on what schoot he should attend. 
To simplify the above statement, 
there are listed the three phases 
of the guidance departments work: 
1, Educational, 2. Vocational (con- 
tinuation of schooling or vocational 
field, 3.. Social or personal where 
one can find out how to act or 
what to do at certain school func- 


| tions or other specific situations.

THE GUIDANCE staff is pres- 


| ently making plans for group guid- 


ance sessions, During these ses- 
sions, the counselors will try to 
answer students’ questions on vo- 
cations, schools, and social prob- 
lems. Also, there are plans for 
senior counseling sessions. These 
will be made to those seniors who 
desire them and their purpose will 
be to find out the individuals po- 
tential, his likes and dislikes, and 
why he Jikes and dislikes certain 
things. The department, also, will 
help clubs that need help. Since 
now is the time for students to 
start enrolling in coilege, the guid- 
ance office expects to be very busy 
helping people make the correct 
choices. 

The guidance counselors are a 
regular part of the school staff. 
They want to “help every student _ 
develop all of his ability by group 
individual counseling, 
and by helping the student set up 
his own goals.” Also, tests will be 
available to determine a persons 
interests and aptitude. Students 
should feel free at any time to 
enter the guidance office or to make 
an appointment. According to the 
counselors, the guidance program 
should be a real success, thanks to 
the cooperation of Mr. Eichoff.

You may wonder what democracy is. Democracy, ; 
as defiined by Webster, is “Government by the people; 
government in which the supreme power is retained by 
the people.” ‘ ; | , 

Government by the people is a very important part 
of this definition. You, as a citizen of this country, are 
entitled, by the Constitution of the United States, to 
help make new laws, or renew some old laws. The re- 
sponsibility of making laws does not rest on only Con- 
gressmen or Senators, it rests on you, too. You elect the 
people to represent you in Washington, D.C. It is up to © 
you to see that these people represent you well. 

The rest of the definition is important, also. Al- 
though all of us can’t go to. Washington to speak our 
piece on matters that come up, we do elect people to 
speak for us. If the President does something that hurts, 
rather than helps, the majority of the people can, in- 
directly, impeach him. ; 

Also, in a democracy, the individual is regarded as 
the most important person around... Our country does 
everything in its power to keep its citizens alive. In time 
of war, a man serving this country, who gets in a dis- 
astrous position, gets the same attention as the Presi- 
dent would in the same situation. . 

Under a democratic government, the rights of oth- 
ers are respected. We have many people in this country, 
and if everyone did as he pleased, no one would be safe. 
You must respect the rights of others if you want oth- 
ers to respect your rights. 

These are just a few things that are provided in a 
democracy. As I said, living in a democracy should mean 
a lot to you. No one can make you like our country or 
its ways, but if you would ask a foreigner to trade places 
with you, chances are, he would take the chance. When 
you have something, you take it for granted, but. when 
you lose what you had, you realize how important it 
was to you. 


Cheating Hits Peak In America 


Attention, all you Trojans. It has been brought to 
the attention of many people that a lot of cheating has 
been going on in America. 

Last spring at Indiana University, an economics 
test was taken and copies were made of it. Seventy stu- 
dents and five fraternities were involved, These students 
sold these copies with a money-back guarantee.

“The Challenge of the Frontier 
at the Forks of the Wabash in 
1848” is the title of a pamphlet 
written by Doctor Darwin Kelly 
which was recently published by 
the Indiana Historical Society. ~ 

Dr. Kelly, a faculty member at 
Elmhurst who wrote the story, 
says that he likes to do this type 
of writing because he learns about 
the fine people who live in and 
around Fort Wayne. t 

The story is about the first pub- 
lication of the “Indiana Herald,”| a 
a paper that first appeared on 
July 5, 1848. The paper later be- 
came a leading paper in the Fort 
Wayne area. The editor of this 
paper was Alexander W. DeLong. 
He continued as editor for many 
years and became widely known 
for his patriotism and intelligence. 
At first, Mr. DeLong’s political 
party was the Whigs, but later he 
joined the Republican Party. 

Dr. Kelly concludes that “Life 
in the community at the Forks of 
the Wabash showed purposeful 
striving for improvement.”

Halloween Customs 


Halloween, the evening of Octo- 
ber 31, for young people, a time 
for gaiety and pranks, a night 
to play at being witches, ghosts 
and faries. That evening is so 
called, because it is the eve of 
the Christian -festival of “All 
Saints.” 

The building of bonfires, crack- 
ing of nuts, bobbing for apples 
floating in tubs of water, and tell- 
ing of ghost stories are all relics 
of paganism. About thirteen cen- 


| turies ago, pagans, celebrated No- 


vember 1, as All Saints Day, when 
the spirits, both good and evil 
were believed to be on) earth. The 
Druids also. celebrated their har- 
vest festival about the time and 
many strange ceremonies were per- 
formed. Even ‘after the Pagans 
adopted Christianity they still ob- 
served their old customs, including 
those which have survived down 
the years, 

The idea of costumes rose from 
the many superstitions and be- 
liefs. When the |villagers got: to- 
gether to celebrate Halloween, 
there was undoubtly much pagen- 
try, including life portrayals. Cos- 
tumes at first were made by “the 
villagers, out of paper, cloth, or 
whatever. they could find or afe 
ford,, and\ they were kept many 
years to be used over and over 
again. 

Many superstitions rose from 
this era of time. One of the Wales 
customs were to build a large fire 
and each member of the family 
would throw in a stone, If the 
stone was missing, you would die 
Within the year. A custom: from 
the Irish was to eat all day and 
night, thus sending the bad spirits 
away. In Scotland, it was custom< 
ary for the young boys of. the 
town to hollow the stalks of corn 
and fill it with tar, taking it to 
the village and sticking it in the 
doors of people who had harmed, 
or said anything to them. This 
was not considered bad, for the 
boys came and. cleaned the doors 
the next day. A custom that pre- 
vails in Ireland and Scotland and 
that is religiously followed by the 
people of those countries 
has to do with the evening meal, 
A large loaf cake is made and 


somewhere in it there\is a gold 
ring. The person who gets it will 
receive marriage and a trip.

States, Halloween was also a time 
for harmless pranks.

A song that was popular not too long ago goes like this: 
“Imagination, it’s funny, it makes a cloudy day sunny, 
Makes a bee think of honey, just as I think of you.” 

That’s a pretty good deseription of the way imagination works. 

A more formal definition is this: “Imagination is a way of manip- 
ulating reality in your mind.” That is, imagination is a way of 
taking things as they are and picturing in your mind how they 
might be different.

But, imagination is more than just a source of pleasure. It is 
the main source of new ideas and one of the most important ways 
of solving problems. Big corporations put great value on imagina- 
tions and are looking for ways to discover people who can use 
their imaginations to produce new ideas. Such people are worth all 
the trouble it takes to find them. A man is given the job of de- 
Signing an atomic engine for a submarine. Nobody has ever done 
anything like this before. How does he go about it? He finds out 
all that he can about ways other people have discovered for using 
atomic energy. Then he uses imagination to picture how those suc- 
cessful uses might be changed around to solve his own problem: 
This is the best approach to any problem. If you have a fight with 
your friend, the best way to resolve the conflict is to think over 
everything you know about him and about the ways you have 
handled similar situations with him and with other people. Then 
you use your imagination to rearrange all those facts and figure 
out an approach which might work. This has been the method 
which all creative people—people who have produced the great 
new ideas of our civilization—have used.

Ninety-nine years have gone by since President Lincoln issued 
a proclamation making the fourth Thursday in 18638, a national 
holiday. He felt that the union had been saved, so he issued the 
proclamation. 

In the year 1863, families had many things for which to be_ 
thankful. If you had lived in the South, you would have been 
thankful for your house that withstood the battle at Vicksburg. 
You would have been thankful for your brother who was still alive 
and fighting for the South’s cause. You would have been thankful 
for your great leaders, Lee, Bragg, Beauregard, and Jackson, 
who died for the South. 

But if you had lived in the North, you would have been 
thankful for a great leader, Lincoln, who vowed to save the Union. 
You would have been thankful that most of the Civil War had 
been fought in the South. You would have been thankful that your 
family was still united. And you would have been thankful for the 
Emancipation Proclamation. 

But in our world of today, 1962, what have we, as teenagers 
to be thankful for?

Cold W eather Hits 
Florida; May Cause 
Severe Fruit Loss 


We all know of the recent freeze 
which brought Florida’s citrus and 
vegetable industry to a near stand- 
still. Now all we can do is wait 
and wonder how this will affect 
us. 

As soon as the freeze came, an 
embargo was placed on all fruit. 
This was to keep the damaged 
fruit from being shipped out of 
the state. As of this week, the 
embargo has been lifted and the 
fruit may be shipped provided it 
passes rigid tests. With these 
strict regulations, it will be almost 
impossible for damaged fruit to 
| pass inspection. 

The workers are harvesting 
night and day, working against 
time, to pick the fruit for juice and 
concentrates before it falls from 
the trees. The fruit can be salvaged 
if it remains on the trees, but if 
it falls, it spoils. The trees have 
now lost their leaves and are al- 
ready dropping fruit. A big loss is 
already being felt from the loss 


of the dropped! fruit. ‘ 
| Specialists state that ninety per 


cent of the mid-season crop has 
been damaged and sixty-five per 
cent of the late crop is hurt. This 
appears to mean that there will be

Tf you ask your doctor aboutget some fresh air and exercise 


winter health problems he’ll prob- 
ably tell you that “upper respira- 
tory infections” are most preva- 
lent during the cold months. Gen- 
erally speaking, he’s talking about 
the common cold and complica- 
tions such as pneumonia which can 
develop from it. 


Although scientists have not 
found a sure preventative or cure 
for the common cold, the condi- 
tion is so common that good ad- 
vice is avoiding it and dealing 
with it is not lacking. 


Always think of a cold as an 
infectious disease. Like mumps, 
or chicken pox, if you catch a 
_cold, you have gotten it from 
someone else. If you do not take 
special care, you'll probably sive 
it to other people—probably in 
your own household. 


To avoid colds, avoid crowds and 
maintain a respectful distance 
from others who have one. Also 
avoid getting wet and chilled or 
overtired physically. Be sure to 
keep your hands clean, especially 


every day. 

If you do get a cold, make every 
effort to. keep it to yourself. If 
possible, cold sufferers should 
stay at home to avoid spreading 
the disease. and ,rest up’ to help 
their bodies fight the infection. 

In fighting a cold, drink plenty 
of water and fruit juices. Keep 
warm. Cover your coughs and 
sneezes. Use disposable tissues to 
avoid spreading the cold virus. 

For medical advice, see your 
doctor. Most old ‘“‘sure-cure” house- 
hold remedies are useless, if not 
actually harmful. If you develop 
fever, chills, chest pains, or other 
unusual symptoms, call your doc- 
tor at once!

Youngsters need watching to keep 
them. warm, dry, and healthy.

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We Can Beat The Communists 
By Setting A Good Example 


There was a newspaper story 
some time ago about a man who 
had been living alone in the Black 
Forest of Germany for something 
like forty years. Then one day, ap- 
parently tired of solitude, he walk- 
ed out of the woods wearing a 
long beard like Rip Van Winkle’s. 

The beard wasn’t all he had in; 
common with Rip. Where Van| 
Winkle professed a stout loyalty 
to King George III of England, our 
hermit re-affirmed his allegiance to 
the Kaiser — with about the same 
unhappy effect on his listeners. The 
hermit, moreover, had never heard 
of Adolph Hitler, and internation- 
al communism and come into being 
without making the slightest im-| 
pression on his life. 

In one way, this must have been 
a tremendous advantage: he was 
at least spared the anguish of 
knowing that he lived in the same 
world with concentration camps, 
slave labor, organized torture, and 
the Big Lie. 

But imagine being told, after 
four decades of absolute seclusion, 
that the world had been divided 
by the economic ideas of a nine- 
teenth-century German exile, Karl 
Marx, and that these ideas now | 
ruled the lives of nearly one bil-} 
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lion Russians, Chinese, and other 
peoples. Probably the concept of a 
classless, atheistic state would be 
just a little confusing to a man 
who believed in the divine right) 
of kings.” 

Lacking full knowledge of world 
events, our hermit would be sorely 
pressed in trying to differentiate 
between what communism says it 
is and what it really is. How could 
he know that the Communist state 
is not a worker’s paradise? How 
could “he guess that such a bland 
and jovial man as Khrushchev 


‘appears to be is actually the head 


of a terror machine? The issue 
simply wouldn’t be very clear to 
him — as it may not yet be en- 
tively clear to some of the world’s 
younger nations that have just 
lately emerged into independence. 

These are the uncommitted na- 
tions. They are often nations whose 
people are undertrained, underem- 
ployed — and, all too often, under- 
fed. They are nations in a hurry. 
They want not only political sov- 
ereignty but also economic sover- 
eignty. They want to achieve the 
best for their people in the short- 
est possible time. 

The Communists have a ready- 
made case to present to nations 
like these. They point to the truly 
impressive growth of the Soviet 
Union under communism, to the 
five-year plans, the collectives, the 
literacy program, the selective and 
efficient educational system that 
turns out engineers and scientists | 
at a carefully computed rate, and| 
they say: We'll give you all this, 
and more, quickly. We’ll rub out 
poverty, split up the wealth of 
your powerful men, educate your 
young people, train your workers,; 
organize your industry. All you 
have to do is give up your liberty 
for a couple of decades. There will 
be no free elections because you'll 
need a strong and unquestioned au- 
thority at the head of the state. 
We ma yhave to exterminate a few 
thousand who disagree with the 
state, and who thus interfere with 
the common good. But just close 
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your eyes to this; the end Tautiosl 
the means, and your liberty will 
be returned to you when your econ- 
omy is organized and your in- 
dustrial might is created. 

This is a seductive argument to 
a nation that wants progress fast. 
It is hard not to heed the voice 
of the deyil, especially when you 
are poor and he offers riches, and 
you are sick and he offers health. 
But communism, like the devil, 
never lets you out of its debt. 
When liberty and social justice and 


common decency are forfeited, they 


are forfeited for good. 

The vast majority of people in 
the uncommitted nations under- 
stand this. They know that there 
is a way to achieve material suc- 
cess without throwing away dig- 
nity and freedom, that there is, in 
fact ,a country. where individual 
liberty grows in direct proportion 
to the growth of the economy. This 
country is the United States, to 
them the very symbol and example 
of political virtue and economic 
success. 

Being thus identified in the 
minds of the aspiring peoples of 
the world places our country, and 
each of its citizens, under a special 
obligation. We must advance the 
cause of liberty not only through 
military preparedness but also 
through economic and technical aid 
to these countries, through our 
leadership in the United Nations, 
through justice and honor in our 
dealings abroad. 

Beyond this, the individual 
American has an even closer con- 
cern with international policy than 
he may realize ,a concern touching: 
his daily life and even his personal 
behavior. This is because the in- 
tegrity of the individual is at the 
very heart of the war of ideas that 
now divides the world. Under our 
system, the dignity of the individ- 
ua lis the basis of all thought and 
action. Under ‘communism, there 
“masses” 
of highly specialized animals. 

The Communist state is a vyam- 
pire state. It acts in the name of 
the people but it has no thought for 
the welfare of the individual. It 
¢ondemns men to lives of futility; 
it seeks to exempt them from hu- 
man emotion and human aspira- 
tion; it regards them as units of 
production, digits of population, 
mounds of flesh that will produce 
a set quantity of goods in return 
for a certain portion of food, cloth- 
ing, and rudimentary shelter. 

To the extent that Communistic 
nations can become industrial and 
military powers, they can compete 
with democracies. They build fac- 
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ours — but can they match us in} 
the intangible ideals by which men 
live and die? Can they match us, 
worker for worker, in those liber- 
ties of choice, of conscience, and of 
ownership that our people enjoy? 
They cannot. And the productivity 
of a Communist worker whose only 
intangible wage is fear will not 
match, over the long haul, the out- 

put of a free worker whose intan- 
gible wage is the preservation of 
his own dignity.’ 

The fact has not escaped the 
| notice of the world. Weak and 
young nations admire our material 
assets, to be sure. But they also 
recognize our moral and political 
assets. They trust our motives. 
They see that we are a nation 
striving toward an image of so- 
cial virtue, 

It is no wender that these na- 
tions are extravagantly disappoint- 
ed when they see any corruption 
of American law and justice, when 
they are told of discrimination and 
bigotry in our country, when we 
appear more interested in the ma- 
terial than the spiritual fruits of| 
our system. They expect some- 
thing better of us. 

It is our job to live by the 
ideals our country represents. We 
live by those ideals when we fight 
discrimination based on race, re- 
ligion, or national origin. We live 
by those ideals when we rise up, 
as united individuals, to defeat men 
and forces that threaten the free- 
dom and the integrity of our insti- 
tutions. We live by those ideals 
when we defend the right of others 
— and exercise our own right — to 
worship, vote, speak, write, and 
believe as our individual con- 
sciences dictate. 

It’s an article of Communist 
faith that the United States will 
collapse economically and political- 
ly under the sheer pressure of Com- 
munist economic and political ideas. 
They hope for this rather than 


_ | military victory. This can never 


happen if each of us bears his fair 
share of the responsibility of keep- 
ing freedom alive. There will be 
no collapse of demoeracy so long 
as men understand their liberty 


and are determined to preserve it.) 


This is our fundamental argu- 
ment. It is an argument by ex- 
ample. We have achieved material 
comfort for our people without 
diminishing their liberty, without 
sacrificing their spirits, without 
compromising their conscences. No

A Third Quarter Dry Shooting 


Spell Lets Berne Beat Trojans 


If it wouldn’t have been for a 
cold third quarter our Trojans 
might have notched their third vic- 
tory, by beating. the Berne Bears 
last Friday night at Berne. We 
wound up losing 64-52. 


The game itself started off slow 
as’no one from our side could find 
the range. Finally at 4:28 of the 
first quarter Dale Snyder dropped 
a bucket which started off our 
scoring. At the end of the first 
quarter Berne held a slim lead at 
12-10. The second quarter scoring 
stayed fairly even. Terry Baker 
pulled down ten rebounds in that 
first half, to help combat against 
a tall Berne «lub. We scored 16, 
they 15, to make the score 27-26 
Berne’s favor at the intermission. 

From the field we hit nine of 32, 
for a .281 per cent. At the free 
throw line we hit eight of 12. 
The Bears hit 11 out of 36 for 
a .366 per cent. We out rebounded 
them 28-20. Errors hurt-us great- 
ly as we had i0 the first hali, 
21 for the game. Ten of these 
errors were bad passes. 

The third quarter of this game 
was the worst quarter played all 
year. Berne didn’t have any trouble 
seoring as they hit for 20 points. 
For awhile it looked like we would 
not score a field goal, until! Tom 
Mullans hit a jumper with 35 sec- 
onds remaining. Terry Baker also 
hit a free throw to give us a total 
of three points. 

The fourth quarter changed for 
us and we stayed almost even with 
Berne in scoring. We out-scored 
them by.six, 23-17. But the gap was 
already made, since Bruce, Smith’s 
Bears led 47-29 at the third stanza. 

Tn the second half we hit 10 for 
38 for a .261 shooting percentage. 
From the fou! line. we connected 
on six of 12. Berne scorched the 
net for an even .400, as they hit 12 
of 30. For the game we hit 19 for. 
70, a 271 game shooting average. 
Eleven errors the second half hurt 
us considerably. : 

Bob McGregor and Jerry Nichol- 
son ‘led 6ur scoring with 13°-apiece. 
Bob Stahly had 22, Irv. Inninger 
had 14 for Berne. Berne won their 
15th’ game ‘in 17 starts. 

Poor Shooting. Costs Victory

which saw our Trojans go against 
Central Catholic, “the first three 
quarters.” But what took place the

loss was the 10th straight City 
Series setback for the Trojans. The} 
final score was 71-55. 

During the fourth quarter both 
teams had’ as many fouls called 
against it as they did the first 
three quarters put together. It took 
no less than 27 minutes to play the 
final period. During this stanza; 
there were 26 fouls called and each 
team shot 18 free throws. Despite} 
the fact that Terry Baker missed 
his first 17 shots, he wound up as 
the game’s top scorer. 

Dale Snyder’s field goal towards 
the middle of the first quarter put 
us ahead 5-4, and we kept the 
lead bringing the first stanza score 
17-16. But the Irish hit a couple 
of quick field goals and took a 
21-20 lead until Dale Snyder 
dropped one to put us ahead 22-21. 
Once again we hit another cold 
spell and never had the lead the 
rest of the game. Snyder’s field 
goal was the last one hit that 
first half. Central Catholic led 
33-23 at the intermission. We hit 
but two of 18 shots the second 
quarter. The third quarter wasn’t 
much better as we hit but three of 
25 shots taken. The Irish outscored 
us, 14-9 in that third stanza. 

Enough has been said about that 
devastating fourth quarter. 

For the game, we had our poor- 
est exhibition of shooting all year 
as we hit 18 of 88 shots for a .205 
mark. In all 16 games we have 
played to date, we have hit 300 or 
better but three times, winning 
two of them. The Irish hit 21 of 
65 for a .323 percentage. 

Together the teams shot 74 free 
throws. We hit 19 of 33, the Irish, 
29 of 41. 

Terry Baker’s 18 points led us 


11 and Tom Mullans had 10. For 


C.C. Steve Kull led the scoring with; 


17, Carl Jaequay added 15 and 
Tony Zych chipped in with 1i.

N ew Season 


| When spring rolls, around each 
| year most people take it for grant- 
led that track also foliows. How- | 
lever, most people don’t know 
| where, how, or when track actually 
| started. So, after hours of digging 
in the vast Advance Sports morgue, 
this information was found. 

The origin of track goes far back 
into the history of man. In early 
times man has to run, jump, throw, 
climb, and lift heavy objects to 
protect himself against wild beasts. 
Later he regarded these ‘activities 
as sports and as a means of show- 
ing his physical prowess. 

The first organized track meets 
were the Olympian games of an- 
cient Greece. These games started 
out mainly as running contests, but | 
they soon came to include jumping, | 
vaulting, hurdling, throwing} 
weights, the discus, and the javelin. 

The Romans took over the Olym- 
pian games from the Greéks and 
continued to hold them every four | 
years until A.D. 394. Track meets 
died out from then until about the. 
middle of the 1800’s when there 
was a great revival of interest in 
foot races in England. The first 
track meet held in the United 
States was in 1871 in New York 
City.

The impulse to withdraw and go 
into a shell after being hurt is a 
natural one. “If I don’t stick my

By with- 
drawing you may remove yourself 
froin the risk of failure. But you 
also remove yourself from the op- 
portunity of winning.

In recent years the problem 
facing the American people has 
not been one of poverty, as has 
faced many countries, but the

They do not realize 
that this “modern way” gives man 
himself no voice in the government, 
and looks upon him merely as a 
tool. 

What are Americans doing to 
combat this social cancer? With the 
forming of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, many 
suits have been brought against 
various Communist. leaders. The 
film “Operation Abolition,” a doc- 
umentary produced in Washington, 
shows the actual trial of Com- 
munists Saul and Douglas .Watke 
and Archie Brown, who is said to 
be the No. 1 Communist in the 
United States. The film also illus- 
trates mass excitement as college 
students mob the halls of the 
Court building in San Francisco 
to the extent that policemen are 
forced to use water hoses on them. 
These Communist leaders, pretend- 
ing to act on the behalf of the 
people, use mob hysteria to their 
own advantage. 

But perhaps it is not ihe Com- 
munists that we ought to fear. 
The city of Rome would not have 
fallen had not its occupants be- 
come concerned only with them- 
selves.. Complacent in their pros- 
perity, they were swallowed up by 
more active and aggressive pow- 
ers. If we as Americans would be
